Annual Meeting 


of the 
VIRGINIA HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Held in the Board Room of the Westmoreland Club at 4 
P. M. on June 4, 1931. 

The cause of the change of place for the meeting of the 
General Society is that the Executive Committee has decided to 
abandon the use of the two second-story rooms in the Lee 
House as places for meetings and to fit them up as exhibition 
rooms. As many show cases as possible will be placed in these 
rooms and the Committee will be able to put in them many 
valuable and interesting objects which have hitherto been prac- 
tically inaccessible to our members and the public. 

The meeting was called to order with President Daniel 
Grinnan in the chair, who read his report, covering the year 
1930, as follows: 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 1930 


I include in my annual report for the last year (1930) those 
of the Treasurer and the Corresponding Secretary and Librar- 
ian which have been submitted to me. 

Our membership on January 30, 1930, was 1,434; that for 
January, 1931, was 1,445, leaving a small increase of eight. 
Not only have we been severely hit by the hard times, but 
there have been an unusual number of deaths. Many of those 
who have resigned have frankly told us that they did so only 
because they could not afford to pay the dues. 
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As a rule our members have paid well, but too many of 
them have allowed their dues to run and have made no response. 
In many instances the Society has made generous offers in re- 
gard to their payments, but in these instances the agreements 
which they have made to pay until the date of their resignation 
do not seem to weigh heavily on their conscience. They seem 
willing to receive our valuable magazine without pay. Of 
course if they do not pay soon they will be dropped. 

The most important matter now before the Society is the 
erection of a concrete building in the rear of the house now oc- 
cupied by the Society. It is well to state in the beginning that 
we consider the home where General Lee lived during the time 
when he gained his greatest fame and to which he returned 
from Appomattox as valuable as any possession we have. It 
has been kept in precisely the condition it was when General 
Lee lived in it and our purpose is to keep it in this condition. 
A fireproof building in the back yard will not cause any altera- 
tion in the present house. 


Our object is to build a three-story concrete house which will 
contain all of our books, portraits, manuscripts, and historical 
objects. In such a house all of our portraits can be hung, our 
books and manuscripts properly classified and arranged; and 
other historical objects placed in show cases and other re- 
cepticles where all will be accessible to the public. 

About two years ago it was thought that we had enough 
money promised—$80,000.00 or $100,000.00—to build and 
equip this house, but the financial collapse which immediately 
followed prevented the gifts we had expected from being re- 
ceived. 

By a recent bequest from our late President, E. V. Valentine, 
we have received $5,000.00 which has been set aside for a 
building fund. A statement of the case was made in our 
April magazine and we hope that all members and friends of 
the Society will see fit to add to it in such amounts as they 
may choose. Some additions have already been made. 
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Though not belonging strictly to the year 1930 there are 
several subjects too important not to be treated of here. The 
centenary of the Society occurs on December 29, 1931. A 
sub-committee has been appointed to make arrangements for 
the celebration and has held several meetings. At one of these 
meetings the distinguished historian Dr. Charles M. Andrews, 
of Yale, was selected to deliver the centennial address. Dr. 
Andrews has accepted in very cordial terms. Another feature 
of the centennial will probably be a subscription dinner given 
to all the members of the Society when some distinguished 
speaker will be asked to deliver a dinner address. 


A subject of great importance which in strict cronological 
order relates to 1931 is the proposed gift of Mr. T. Catesby 
Jones, of New York City, who desires to present to this 
Society as a memorial to his father, the late Walter Nelson 
Jones, of Petersburg, Virginia, a very large collection of 
standard English and Welch county histories, amounting to 
one hundred and forty volumes. These are fine editions mainly 
in folio and quarto, and will probably constitute the best col- 
lection of such works south of Washington. Preparations are 
now being made to receive them. 

The officers and executive committee have long been troubled 
by the difficulty of arranging the collections of the Society in 
such a way as to make them properly accessible to the public. 
At a recent meeting the executive committee decided to abandon 
the use of the two second-story rooms for the annual meetings. 
These rooms will be filled with showcases and many objects in 
the collections of the Society which our house has been too 
crowded to display will be placed in them. The annual meet- 
ing will be held in some convenient hall near by. 

The Treasurer’s report for the fiscal year ending November 
30, 1930, is as follows: 

The reports of the permanent and building funds are al- 
ways dated as closely as possible to the time of the annual 


meeting.

During 1930 we have bought every book of importance re- 
lating to Virginia history or to American history in general. 
I have used the word bought, but many of these were gifts. 

Through the summer we will, as ordered by the committee, 
continue the removal of books not frequently used, to the sec- 
tion of the fireproof News Leader building so kindly offered 
by our fellow member, Mr. John Stewart Bryan. : 
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We have had a high substantial wire fence placed around 
this section which will entirely protect it. We expect also to 
remove many old letter files and what may be termed “inactive” 
manuscripts which will be placed in metal cases. We will in 
this way have room on the shelves in the Lee House for all of 
the books which are frequently called for. 

During the year 1930 our Magazine was issued regularly. 
It is the opinion of myself and also of other persons more 
competent to speak on the subject than I am that our Magazine 
is one of the best of its kind published in this country. It 
reflects credit on the Society and is by far the most important 
part of our work. Its publication is expensive but the results 
more than justify the expenditure. It is my hope that all per- 
sons who receive it will read it and carefully preserve the num- 
bers as a historical collection of permanent value. You all 
know that the entire credit of our Magazine belongs to Mr. 
Stanard and his assistant, Mrs. Johnston. 

A complete catalogue is being made of the books sent to the 
News Leader building.
